To be successful, the progressive 
commercial organization must have 
active officers and directors and 
such standing and special commit­ 
tees as are found necessary to as­ 
sist in the development of the city 
and section of which it is the cen­ 
ter. 
It is safe not to be in a hurry in 
indorsing 
advertising 
schemes 
which are not confined to the local 
papers. 
When a commercial or­ 
ganization is behind a convention, 
fair, carnival or public event of any 
kind, it is 
bad taste and worse 
policy to sell an official program 
and then expect the local papers to 
boom the event free of charge. 
Twenty years of experience in 
this character of work has taught 
me that more good comes from co­ 
operation with the local and state 
press than from all other sources 
combined.

it is dangerous

promise too much. 
Too many meetings are often 
more disastrous than none at all, 
and every meeting called should be 
made a success.
